HE Diviſions which aroſe very early in the 
Church, gave St. Paul but too frequent Oc- 
caſions to recommend Peace and Uranimity 

among Chriſtians; he found the Progrefs 
the Goſpet likely to be obſtructed by the Strife 
nd Contention of its Profeffors ; the great Duty of 
harity fallen under a ſhameful Neglect and Diſeſteem; 
nd that Chureh, which was intended to be ſpread, 
rough all Nations, and unite the moſt diſtant Kin 
oms in the ſame Faith and Worſhip, in Danger of 
ing as remarkable for its Diviſions, as it ought 
d be conſpicudus for Peace and Concord. This o- 
liged him, in moſt of his Epiftles, to enforce the 
reat Duties of Unanimity and Brotherly Love, with 
hat Earneſtneſs of Spirit which was peculiar to this 
reat Apoſtle. - If there be therefore any Conſolation in 
riſt, if any Comfort of Love, if any Fellowſhip of the Spie 
it, if any Bowels and Mercies, fulfil ye my Fey, that ye be 
te- minded, bavins the ſame Love, e of one Accord, 
f one Mind; as he writes to the Philippians, Chap. ii, 
er. 1, 2, And in the Words of the Text he intreats

And, Firſt, As to the Nature of this Unanimity 
which is gnjoyn'd in the Text. It doth not conſiſt it 
an entire Harmony and Agreement of Opinion ii 
all Points, which the great Variety that is in Men 
Underſtandings, and the Dithculties of diſcerning 
Truth in this Liſe, make it impoſſi ble to attain: Fo 
tho” Truth be eably apprehended by the Mind, whe 
it is ſet in a true Light; yet it aſtentimes require: 
more Labour and Sagacity fo bring it to its pro 
Point of View, and diſengage it from thoſe falſe Co. 
lours and Degas, which | Paſſiop and Prejudice 
throw on it, than the Generality of Men are eithei 
able or willing to apply. This makes us frequently 
take up our Opinions on ſlight and inſufficient 
Grounds, and renders. the -Judgments of Men as va- 
deaf as the Probabilities of Things are; and there 
4 State of entire Unanimity in all Points, is only 
ta be expected in the other World, where there is no 
room for Conjecture, where Truth ſhall affect the! 
Mind with ſa clear and inconteſtable Evidence, as. 
will for ever remove, even the Poſſibility of Error 
oh rags For now we ſee, as through a Glaſs, darkly, 
«t the we ſhall Ae Face (now ws bnop in port, 
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Excellencies the Lords Juſlicen. 8 
but then we ſhall know even as we are known; for we ſhall 
Jee God, and in him all Truths that concern us, as 
plainly as he now knows ys, and underſtands our 
Frame and Texture. 

And therefore we muſt underſtand the Apoſtle in the 
Text, to enjoyn Unanimity in a Senſe more ſuited to 
the weak Condition of Human Nature in this Life, 
and to oblige Men only to a Conſent and Agreement 
in all the Articles of Faith, and other Terms of Com- 
munion, which is neceſſary to the Being and Welfare 
of a Church, and to require that the unavoidable Dif- 
ference of Opinions in other Points may be reſtrain'd 
within the Bounds of common Safety and Charity, 
and that Men would be content to give up their pri- 
vate Sentimerits (in Matters that are not of high Con- 
cern) to the Peace and Welfare of the Community, 
and not 2 every little Difference in Judgment 
into an Occafion of angry Diſpute and Contention, of 
Diviſion and Faction, which ſtrike at the very Vitals 
of Religion, and lay the heavieſt Imputation on our 


common Chriſtianity. 


Let us now conſider in the next Place, how far we 
of theſe Nations are- fallen from this State of Unani- 
mity, by our Animoſities and Diſcontents. The Peace 
and Unity of our Church, is not only broke by He- 
reſios and Schiſms, which have long ſince given our 
Enemies Occaſion to reproach our Reformation, as the 
Cauſe of endleſs Diſputes and Diviſions in the Church, 
and of which they neyer fail to make their Advan- 
tage; but leſt Religion ſhould be too narrow a Sphere 
for Contention, we have found out new Occalions of 
Strife, we have blended Paliticks with Religion, and 
brought Points of Stare into Controverſy, on purpoſe to 
divide the Members of our Eſtabliſb'd Church, who are 
agreed in all Points of Faith, and Forms of Worſhip, 
And theſe Diſputes have been manag'd with ſo much 
Wrath and Bitterneſs, ſo many unjuſt Reproaches and 
Slanders, and in fo open a Violation of Peace and 
Charity, as threatens Ruin both to our Church and 
Nation, unleſs a timely Senſe of our Danger unites us

And for this End, it is of great Conſequence, Firſt, 
to examin well our Ways, and call our Sins to Re- 
membrance, if we may poſſibly diſcover what thoſe 
Crimes are, which have provoked God to ſuffer us to 
fall into ſo miſerable, a State of Variance-and Diſcord 
for when Sins grow National, it is but reaſonable to 
expect that God's Judgments ſhould be ſo too, Let 
us conſider well, whether the Breach of publick Faith, 
and the crying Sin. of Perjury, whether the Neg- 
lect of Religion, and the Practice of Hypdcriſy, whe- 
ther our Pride and Luxury, or our Unthankfulneſs, for 
former Mercies, and our Stupidity in not regarding that 
Hand of Providence, which has often and wonderfully 
wrought our Deliyerance, in thoſe Times of Danger, in 
which no Human Counſel or Power cou'd relieve us; 


Let us conſider whether fome or all of theſe Sins 
\ have not drawn down this Judgment, and made it ne- 


ceſſary for us to amend our Ways, before we can hope 

r Mercy, | 4. 

And let us add to this, our daily Endeavours to 
follow all ſuch Virtues as make for Peace, ſuch as 
Modeſty, Humility, Contentment, and Obedience to 
Higher Powers, Let us learn act te ſpeak Evil of 
Dignitieg, conſidering the Powers that be, are Or- 
dained of God, and bear the Stam and Mark of his 
Authority. Let us ſuffer no Whiſpers and Sugge- 
ſtions of Men of evil and reſtleſs Spirits, to difturb 
our Minds with © groundleſs Fears, and ſealouſies of 
our lawful Goyernours, nor perfuade us that they 
have ill Deſigns againſt our Conſtitution, after ſo Ma- 
ny Proofs as they have given us, of their Courage and 
Fidelity in maintaining it; but on the contrary, if 
we find our Religion in all its.

ady Purpoſe of making our Excellent Conſtitution both 
zn Church and State, the ule of bis eee 3 and 
has fulklled this Promiſe in every Step of his Admini- 
ſtration; if he has already given the cleareſt Evidence 
of his Aﬀe&ion to the Eftabliſh'd Church, by obtain- 


ing from his Parliament in Great Britain a conſider- 


able Enlargement of its Revenues, for the Endowment 


of Fifty New Churches ; and by a Royal Benefaction to 
one of his Univerſities, has in an eminent manner, 
Encouraged the Advancement of Learning and Piety, 
which are the great Support and Ornament of our 
Conſtitution ; if He has made no other Uſe of his 
Power than to N and deſend his Subjects in 
the Due all their Rights and Immunities, 
To eſtabliſh bis Throne in Righteouſneſs, and miniſter true 
Jug ment to bis Pecple; if he has not accepted the Perſon 
of the Wicked, nor overtbrown the Righteom in Fudgment ; 
if he has defended the Poor and Fatherleſs, done Juſtice 10 
the Afflided and Needy, and delivered him ont of the 
Hand of the Wicked. In ſhort, if no clearer Evidence 
can be given of a Prince's Wiſdom, Juſtice, Clemericy, 
and. Love both for the Religion and Liberties of his 
People, than what our Gracious Sovertigr has already 
ſhew'd in the whole Courſe of his Government; Then 
let us be no longer deluded by the evil Inſinuations of 
thoſe wicked Men, who would withdraw us from our

count of Religion, in all Parts of cee where 
it has pleaſed God at any Time ts. {ubj;FÞ 4 Reformed 
Church to the Mercies of a Popiſh Governour, And does 


it not fall within the Compa ſs of out own Memory 


and Obſervation to relate, What Steps were taken in 
a late Pecpiſh Reign in theſe Kingdoms, in order to 
root out = Reformed Religion from amongſt us; how 
for this Purpoſe the Legal Securities of dur Church 


were infringed, contrary to the Sacred Oaths of a 
Prince taken at the Altar; how ſeveral yenerable Per- 


ſons, highly Eminent, both for the Piety of their 
Lives, and Sanctity of their Function, were Impri- 
ſoned and treated as Criminals, for no other Offence 
but their frm Adherence to the Laws and Conſtitu- 
tions of the Eſtabliſh'd Church, which they were obliged 


in Conſcience to maintain? And how no Remon- 


ſtrances, Prayers or Intreaties cou'd ſtay the Hand of 
that Unhappy Prince, or prevail to alter thoſe Mea- 


fares which he had taken for the utter Subverſion of our 
Religion, till it pleaſed God, in his great Mercy, to 
work our Deliverance, by placing a Proteſtant King upon 


the Throne, A Deliverance which no Time can wear 
out of Remembrance, ſo long as either true Religion 
or Liberty are in Eſteem among us; though {ome of late 
haye made it a Point of * to forget it.

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And for our further Satisfaction, let us conſider the 


Principles of the Church of Rome in this Point. They 


bind it ſtrictly on the Conſciences of Men to extirpate 
Hereſy, which is the Mark of Infamy they caſt upon 


our CHURCH; and for this Purpoſe they juſtify the 


moſt impious Practices to deſtroy it, ſuch as Fa , 
Perjury and Murder, they diſpenſe with the moſt ſolenm 
Oaths and Promiſes, with the Ties of Friendſhip, Gra- 
titude and Allegiance to Fereticks, and looſe Men from 
the Bonds of all civil Virtues, to ſtrengthen their At- 
tachment to their Church, Ie 4h 2 t 
Let us not be deceived then by the vain Hopes of 
finding Security for our Church under a Popiſh King 
To believe this, is at once to give up both our Reaſon 
and Religion to the Cheats and Artifices of Impoſtors, 
whe, to gratify their Revenge or Ambition by our Divi- 
fions, - would rejoyce in the Diſtreſs and Calamities' of 


our Church, and the Confuſion of their Native 


Country, ' 
But let us wiſely defeat their Deſigns, by ſuch a Bond 


of Love and Charity, and Agreement, both in Mind 


and Voice, as becomes Chriſtians, contending for the 
Purity of their Faith and Worſhip, againſt the groſs 
Errors of Superſtition and Idolatry, And let us hy 
aſide all former Reſentments; And let all Bitterneſs 
and Wrath, and Anger, and Clamoar, and Evil-ſpeaking 
be put away from us, with all Malice; and let us ſacrifice 
all thoſe angry Contentions, the Seeds of which our Ene- 
mies have ſowed amongſt us, to the Safety of our Reli- 
$ion and Country, at a Time when both are threaten'd 
with Ruin, | | 
Our Enemies have now thrown: off the Mask, 
wherewith they have too long impoſed on our Cre- 
dulity, they have drawn the Sword in an unnatural 
and groundleſs Rebellion, againſt their lawful So- 
vereign, they have ſtrengthened themſelves by Aſſi- 
ſtance from Abroad, and the Hopes of a Foreign 
Invaſion; and they derive ſome Countenance to their 
Cauſe from the Preſence of their Pretended King, who, 
tho' we have little to fear from his Perſonal Virtues, 
is placed at the Head of the Rebellion ;- and they 
| now 
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now wait for the Eyent of the Diſcontents and Di- 
; viſions which are raiſed among the Proteſtants of theſe 
Kingdoms, on which the Succeſs of their Undertaking 


. mult depend. And ſhall we, act in Concert with our 
Enemies for our own. Deſtruction, and bring down 


that Ruin on our Church and Nation, which the united 
Force of our Enemies can never bring to paſs without 


our own Concurrence ? 


Let us learn Wiſdom from our Enemies, who when 


the Cauſe of their Religion is at Stake, or threaten'd 


with the leaſt Appearance of Danger from any of the 


' Reformed Churches, preſently let drop all their Con- 


troverſies, forget their Diſputes and Contentions, and 
unite in the ſfricteſt Leagues of Friendſhip, and Ties 


of Conſcience for their Mutual Security. And ſhall 
ve ſhew leſs Prudence in Defence of the True Religion, 
than they do for a Falſe One? Or ſhall we be con- 


tent to give up all the Bleſſings of our Reformation, 
for which our Forefathers ſuffer'd ſuch Exemplary 


-Tryals of their Faith and Conſtancy, by Bonds and 


Impriſonment, and Death it ſelf, that they might 
purge the Chriſtian Religion from the Errors ef Popery, 
to which we are haltening by our obſtinate Diviſons to 
betray it? 

And ſhou'd this happen, which God of his infinite 


Mercy forbid, how juiily will future Ages reproach 


our Memories with Marks of Infamy and Shame, 
when it ſhall be ſaid, That a Degenerate Nation, through 
their Strife and Animoſities, let in a Torrent of 11olatry 
and Superſtition among them, to corrupt the Purity 
of the Chriſtzan Faith, which the Virtue of their Fore- 
fathers had bravely retriev'd from thoſe Errors at the 
Expence of their Blood, and together with their 


| Religion, gave up their Ancient Liberties, overthrew 


their Legal Eſtabliſhment, which was founded on the 
Wiſdom and Experience of many Ages, and entail'd 
on their Polterity the miſerable Inheritance of no- 
rance, Superſtition, and Slavery. | 
And what a Spirit ſhowd it raiſe in us, to conſi- 
der, That upon our Behaviour at this Time it de- 
pends, under what Colours our Memories ſhall be 
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tranſmitted to future Ages: Whether as Betrayers 
of the Neligion and Liberties of our Country, which it 
may never be in tbe Power of our lateſt Poſterity to 
recover, or under the glaricus Character of having been 
the Aſertors'of ,both1heſe:gteat and ineſtimable Bleſſnge, 


at a Time When they were threaten'd with 
ſtruction; for: whichis Virtue, Poſterity will bleſs 
our Names, and Honour them with Marks of Di- 
. 
And let us farther 
-dineſs and Unanimity at this Junſtuare, we defeat the 
.Debgns of our Enemies, and by our Fidelity and 
' Courage, in our ſeyeral*Stations,.,we ſupport our Holy 
Religion, our King, and our Lame, againſt that Arm 
ef Violence, which, with equal Impiety and Ingra- 
titude, is ſtretch'd out againſt them, we may pro- 
bably kindle a noble Emulation in Poſterity, if 
ever out Conſtitution ſhall be hereafter invaded , to 
defend their Religious and Civil' Rights, after our 
Example, with Zeal and Fortitude; ſor which their 
Children alſo will bleſs our Memories, and praiſe the 
Tord. . : ' | * 

But Laſtly, In order tb unite our Aﬀe&ions yet 
more cloſely, for our mutual Security, let us con- 
ider the Danger that ariſes, to the Proteſtants of 
this Kingdom in particular, from the great Diſparity 
there is between the Numbers of the Romas Ca- 
tboliets in Ireland, and thoſe of the Reformed Reli- 
gion, 1 will not take upon me to Calculate this 
Difference with any Degree of Exactneſs; but 
thus much 1 may be bold to ſay, becauſe on all 
Hands it is allow'd, That the Odds are vaſtly a- 
gainſt us. Let us then conſider our ſelves encom- 
paſſed with Numbers much greater than our own, 
of Perſons united in the ſame Religion, the ſame 
| Intereſt , and the ſame Principle to deſtroy our 
_ Church, our Laws, and our Government, and whoſe 
Forefathers have hl d our Hiſtories with ſuch Mo- 
. numents of their Cruelty, which they praiſed 
with this View, as are not to be mentioned with- 
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Excellencies the Lords Juſtices, '13 
dur Danger from their Poſterity, who are brought 


up in the ſame Principles which heretofore involved 


our Nation in Miſery. And it very well deſerves 


to be 'remark'd, That at this Time there appears 


an unuſual Spirit among them, excited both by 
the Influence of the Preſent Rebellion, and the 
Rumours of an Invaſion from Abroad. To what 


Height it will pleaſe GOD to ſuffer this Spirit to 
' riſe, for the Puniſhment of our Sins, he only can 


tel): But tho I wobu'd not be thought, by the 
leaſt Inſinuation, to forebode Evil to my Country, 
from the Tumults and Commotions of an inteſtine 
Enemy; yet I hope, in Regard to our common 


Safety, I may be allow'd to ſay, that if the known 
and ayow'd Diſaſſection of the Popiſh Party among 


us, to our preſent Eſtabliſhment, ſhou'd at this Time 
break out into Acts of Violence and Hoftility, 
which GO D of his great Mercy avert, it wou'd be 
a vain Confidence to expect, that either a ſlothſul 
Indiſſerence in the Time of Danger we are now in, 
or even a Tendency to Favour the Cauſe of the Pre- 
tender, wou'd be'a Security to any Proteſtant, from 
the Rage and Malice of an incenſed People , whoſe 


Sword, when once drawn, makes no Difference 
" among. thoſe whom their Church has branded with 
the Name of Hereticks. To differ from them in Re- 


ligzon, is a Crime which no Merit on our Side can 


expiate, it cancels al] the Obligations we can lay on 


them, and is not to be atoned for but by ſhedding of
